millio n do llars in extra revenue 
this y ear after Go v. Dewey signs 
the Wicks pari-mutuel tax bill. 
Dewey is expected to appro ve 
the bill within the next seven 
day s—in time fo r the o pening o f 
the ho rse racing seaso n at Jam ai­ 
ca next Wednesday . 
The bill calls fo r a gradual 5 
per cent lio o st in the state tax o n 
pari-mutuel betting at tho ro ugh­ 
bred tracks by 1956. 
The levy 
wo uld replace the full lo cal tax 
o nce co llected by New Yo rk city 
and Nassau and Sarato ga co un­ 
ties. 
Two Per Cent No w 
Two per cent wo uld be added to 
the state “bite” this y ear, bringing 
the to tal state tax to 8 per cent 
at Jamaica and o ther metro po li­ 
tan tracks and 7 per cent at Sar­ 
ato ga. 
The full 5 per cent increase 
wo uld be reached by adding 1 per 
cent in 1954, 1955 and 1956. Mean­ 
while, lo cal taxes will be reduced 
1 per cent a y ear until they expire 
at the end o f 1955. 
On the basis o f last y ear’s to tal 
betting handle o f $382,131,856 at 
the state’s fo ur flat tracks, the 
additio nal 2 per cent this y ear 
wo uld net the state mo re than 
7*2 millio n extra do llars. 
This bo o st is likely to reach 8 
millio n if the handle increases this 
y ear as it has in past y ears. 
Wo uld Reach 18 Millio n 
By 1956, when the state will be 
taking the full 5 per cent, the ex­ 
tra revenue is expected to be 
abo ut 18 millio n. 
Last y ear the* state co llected 
$24,141,9*05 fro m pari-m utuel bet­ 
ting during the 198-day seaso n at 
the flat tracks. 
Since the pari-m utuel law went 
into effect in 1940 the state has 
co llected nearly 300 millio n do l­ 
lars in tax mo ney o n bets to taling 
mo re than AV2 billio n do llars. 
New Yo rk city go t $10,747,070 
fro m the 4 per cent lo cal tax in 
1952—the first y ear that the lo cal 
tax 
was 
reduced. 
Nassau 
go t 
$3,576,074 and Sarato ga $960,555. 
In 1951, when the lo cal tax was 
5 per cent, New Yo rk citv go t

The full 5 per cent tax was 
autho rized in 1946, but in 1950 
a 
law was enacted cutting the tax 
at the rate o f 1 per cent a y ear 
until it expires after the 1955 
seaso n.

Dewey signs 
the Wicks pari-mutuel tax bill. 
Dewey is expected to approve 
the bill within the next seven 
days—in time for the opining of 
the horse racing season at Jam ai­ 
ca next Wednesday. 
The bill calls for a gradual 5 
per cent l*oost in the state tax on 
pari-mutuel betting at thorough­ 
bred tracks by 1956. 
The levy 
would replace the full local tax 
once collected bv New York city 
and Nassau and Saratoga coun­ 
ties. 
Two Per Cent Now 
Two per cent would be added to 
the state “bite” this year, bringing 
the total state tax to 8 per cent 
at Jamaica and other metropoli­ 
tan tracks and 7 per cent at Sar­ 
atoga. 
The full 5 per cent increase 
would lie reached by adding I per 
cent in 1934, 1955 and 1956. Mean­ 
while, local taxes will be reduced 
I per cent a year until they expire 
at the end of 1935. 
On the basis of last year’s total 
betting handle of S382.131.856 at 
the state’s four flat tracks, the 
additional 2 per cent this year 
would net the state more than 
7 4 million extra dollars. 
This l»oost is likely to reach 8 
million if the handle increases this 
year as it has in past years. 
Would Reach 18 Million 
By 1956, when the state will be 
taking the full 5 per cent, the ex­ 
tra revenue is expected to be 
about 18 million. 
Last year the* state collected 
824,141,905 from pari-mutuel bet­ 
ting during the 198-day season at 
the flat tracks. 
Since the pari-m utuel law went 
into effect in 1940 the state has 
collected nearly 300 million dol­ 
lars in tax money on bets totaling 
more than 4 4 billion dollars. 
New York city got $10,747,070 
from the 4 per cent local tax in 
1952—the first year that the local 
tax 
was 
reduced. 
Nassau 
got 
$3,576,074 and Saratoga $960,555. 
In 1951. when the local tax was 
5 per crnb New York citv got 
$12,284,190: Nassau $3,859,957, and 
Saratoga $1,018,901. 
City Tax Would Expire 
The full 5 per cent tax was 
authorized in 1946, but in 1950 a 
law was enacted cutting the tax 
at the rate of I per cent a year 
until it expires after the 1955 
season. 
A rthur ll. Wicks. Senate m ajor­ 
ity leader, who heads the joint

Various titles are given to 
the phases of the business cy cle, 
I but 
these 
are 
fairly 
common; 
Revival. 
recovery , 
prosperity , 
1 speculation, boom, credit 
strain, 
relapse, collapse, depression, re­ 
vival . . . and repeat. 
It probably isn't necessary to 
point out that these phases of the 
business cy cle do not uniformly 
work out according to the listings. 
For example, in times of forced- 
draft prosperity , such as we have 
enjoy ed 
(?) 
since 
the 
end 
of World W ar 2. there will be ups 
and downs at the upper reaches 
of the cy cle. 
This is to say . there 
will be booms and brief reces- 
jsions, in a see-savv manner, as a 
i result of the stimulants from gov­ 
ernment spending or from injec- 
j tions into the economic sy stem 
which k eeps business rolling at 
I high speed, with only brief periods 
i of slowing-down. 
But these "injections’’ build up 
internal pressures that eventually 
cause the sy stem to crack , and 
I when it break s down it requires 
! “time” for repairs and recovery . 
Accordingly , 
it 
would 
seem 
reck less think ing to accept the as­ 
sertions 
one 
hears 
expressed 
rather commonly today that "de­ 
pression

This is going too far, the Ru- 
rninator believes.

can be halted at will, once it has

The 
"cy cle” 
may hang in the relapse or reces­ 
sion stage and (as we said above) 
seemingly turn back up. but when 
the downhill going gathers mo­ 
mentum it is extremely doubtful 
that we can count on any thing 
more than "hold-back ” action that 
will let the economy down more 
gradually than might otherwise he 
the case. 
Those of y ou who go 


hack to the horse-ajid-buggy day s 
will recall 
the adjustments

straps when hitching up to a new 
buggy , or harnessing a different­ 
sized horse.

The Ruminator has talk ed so 
often in these pieces (and in his 
privately -circulated "L e t t e r s " » 
al>out the soaiing figures of pri­ 
vate debts that we need not go 
into the subject at length. Suffice 
to point out only what is occur­ 
ring 
in automobile sales. 
Less 
than a third of the automobiles 
delivered today are sold for cash. 
Time-pay ments may go as high as 
75 per cent of all sales, according

Credit-pur- 
chases are tip nearly 35 per cent 
in the past y ear alone. Similar on- 
the-cuff purchases are common in 
all consumer durable goods.

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WEST BERLIN NEEDS OUR HELP 
Mayor Ernst Reuter of West Berlin, now 
in this country seeking help on the problem 
of East German refugees, stands in eloquent 
contrasty to his Communist counterparts in 
the city’s Red sector. 
Though he is in many ways the most 
defiant of Berliners—and Berliners have 
made a specialty of defying the Reds despite 
the nearness of danger — Reuter strides 
about the streets without bodyguards. 
But, across the zonal border, Moscow’s 
puppet Germans, supposedly safe among fel­ 
low Reds, don’t stick their noses outside 
unless a couple of well-muscled chaperones 
are close behind. Rumor has it that the 
Communist bodyguards are more nearly 
traveling jailers—insurance that the puppets 
don’t skip off to Western Germany. 
Whatever attitude one may have toward 
Germans and their responsibility for World 
War II, it is impossible not to admire the 
courage that Berliners, at least, have shown 
living in the very shadow of a threat as great 
or greater than Hitler’s Nazism. 
Berlin is the most exposed outpost in all 
the West, standing encircled by Red hordes. 
Any display of real weakness there and the 
banners probably would have been hauled 
down long ago. 
But the city is more than a stout western 
rampart. It is also the locale of the one 
great hole in the Iron Curtain. Only in Ber­ 
lin can western journalists see for themselves 
how the Communists operate (reporters in 
Moscow get mere Kremlin-guided tours). 
Only from Berlin’s Eastern zone can refugees 
escape in any volume, for the Reds have 
not yet figured how to stop the flow. 
As everyone knows, that flow now has 
reached record proportions. It puts almost 
intolerable burdens on the economy of West­ 
ern Germany, which can find neither work 
nor the means for adequate relief of these 
unfortunates. 
Yet the West cannot turn the refugees 
back. Death or the slave camp would be 
their fate. We must hold out the hope of 
freedom to all peoples, and particularly those 
who so prize it as to risk life to regain it. 
Freedom cannot ever be a closed corporation 
belonging only to those who already have it. 
Reuter is asking America to help his city 
and Western Germany bear the load which 
goes with accepting the refugees into free 
territory. He appeals to us to send clothing 
and food. In the pitiful stream from East 
Germany arc thousands of ill-nourished 
children. 
The International Rescue Committee is 
trying to raise $1,000,000 for Reuter. If 
you want to help a people that long since has 
shown a powerful capacity for self-help, send 
your money, clothes or food to that com­ 
mittee at 292 Madison Avenue, New York.

THE BATTLE FOR FREEDOM 
The war of this century, in its hot and cold j 
manifestations, is for the freedom of the individual 
man. It is a struggle against slavery —physical, 
j 
mental, spiritual slavery. 
In human history, there have been wars over ! 
boundaries, wars for tiade, dynastic wars, religious . 
wars. In this middle period of the 20th century, j 
we are living through a universal war, affecting j 
every human being on all the continents, tor the j 
control of the mind and the will of each individual 
person. 
It is the first really total, all-inclusive war in j 
human history. It is a product of an obscene con- 1 
cept of man, a distortion of the natural sciences * 
which would reduce the human species to a thing, 
j 
a conscienceless, soulless, meaningless entity , no 
different in worth than the catle of the field, no 
more dignified than a snake that may be useiul 
if it catches rodents but becomes harmful if it kills 
chickens. 
When man is reduced to nothing, slavery re- i 
asserts itself. In the l&th century, slavery was ab­ 
horred as an inhuman institution; in the 20th cen- j 
tury, slavery is restored as a sy stem of life, as a 
destructive competitor with free men. 
In the political field, slavery has reasserted 
itself in the reduction of the number of human 
beings who have a voice in the choice of their own 
government. Fewer countries enjoy a parliamen­ 
tary form of government in 1953 than did in 1914; 
in few’er countries is the secret ballot for the elec­ 
tion of public officials now in vogue. In a word, 
the remarkable stride toward political freedom ol 
the 19th century and the first decade of the 20th 
century w’as halted by Fascism and Sovietism. The 
One Party Sy stem has reduced the people’s voice 
to a frightful whisper. 
It is not an unusual phenomenon in history for 
governments to seek to establish uniformity of 
thought within their realms. The most potent force 
for liberty was the acceptance of the doctrine that 
the individual could pursue in freedom any line of 
inquiry and could express his conclusions and ideas 
without restraint. The limitations, apart from the 
libel laws, were that the thought should not de­ 
velop into overt acts, which it did. nonetheless, in 
the form of vast social and political revolutions 
that altered the life of the peoples of Europe and 
Asia. 
Such freedom of thought is now not tolerated 
in most parts of the world. Undoubtedly the freest 
countries remain those in the orbit of the Anglo- 
Saxon tradition, the United States, Great Britain 
and the Bltf ish Dominions. Even in those lands, 
the fears engendered by the co-existence, to coin 
a phrase, of Stalinism produce a deep suspicion 
that certain expressions of thought arc, in reality, 
designed to cover acts of subversion. And the hor­ 
ror of it is that the suspicion has a basis in truth. 
Stalinism not only demanded, in its own sphere, 
an abject acceptance of the Master’s views as ; 
finally correct, hut it employed mechanisms of j 
public opinion to abuse those who. rejected its 
obscenities. Thus, in lands where Stalinism is re­ 
pulsed, as in the United States, those who do not 
serve what is dishonestly called liberalism, which 
has come to mean nothing but a sy mpathetic ap­ 
proach to Stalinism, have been abused as Fascists, 
a term now equally incoherent. 
Even in universities, where objective inquiry 
and thought is customary, Stalinism has intro­ 
duced rigidities of intellectual design. For instance, 
the rejection of the supernatural is not merely a 
protest against God; it actually works itself into 
an orthodox acceptance of biological hypotheses 
as proved truths, the scientist conforming as un- 
deviatingly to accepted dogma as the theologian 
whom he accuses of superstition. The mind of man 
is put in an iron vise. 
The madness of it all is that so many have so 
completely lost sight of freedom and its calues 
that they have come to believe it to be a melo­ 
dramatic expostulation. They suborn their minds 
to such meaningless words as democracy and se­ 
curity which can jn no manner be translated into 
the language of our civilization. In <v word, they 
have spiritually capitulated to the enemy by be­ 
tray ing their own household gods. 
This is what our present war is about and it 
is impossible not to repeat that the essence of our 
resistance to our enemy must be freedom—freedom 
for the individual, not conformity to the mass or 
subjection to .government.

VALUE OF BAXTHINE 
I have WTitten several times about the great 
relief obtained by patients with ulcer of the stom­ 
ach and first part of small intestine (duodenum) 
by use of banthine.

Freedom cannot ever be a closed corporation 
belonging only to those who already have it.

I have w ritten several times about the great j allow 
relief obtained by patients with ulcer of the stom­ 
ach and first part of small intestine (duodenum) 
by use of banthine. As ulcer patients are usually 
nervous and nervous patients perspire freely, the 
fact that banthine prevents excess perspiration was 
a fortunate discovery, made first by the ulcer pat­ 
ients themselves.

labor and materials. 
The State Commerce Depart­ 
ment, reporting this today, said 
the 9 30 million w*a$ 4 per cent 
above the 19 51 total of 89 7 mil­ 
lion, but under the record of 9 50 
million set in 19 48. 
Nationally, cash receipts from 
agricultural marketings showed a 
2 per cent gain last year, with a 
higher production volume being 
offset by a 5 per cent decline in 
prices. 
In New Y’ork, how’ever, average 
prices of farm products advanced 
7 per cent over 19 51 levels. 
The dollar value of agricultural ; 
marketings in the state expanded ! 
because of the increase in field ' 
crop sales from 239 million in 
19 51 to 278 million in 19 52. This 
fell short of the 301 million for 1 
19 48. 
Conditions Hurt 
The department said unfavor­ 
able growing conditions last year 
had curtailed the output of the 
state’s leading fruit crops. 
The apple crop dropped one 
third, but cash receipts for the 
truit climbed to $25,069 ,000, or 57 
per cent higher than the $16,39 4,- 
000 reported the prior year. 
Livestock and livestock prod­ 
ucts declined to 652 million dol­ 
lars, compared to 658 million in 
19 51. 
Both the volume and price of 
milk climbed. The production of 


’8,9 60,000,000 pounds was 2 per 
| cent over 19 51. and the prices 
were 1 per cent higher than in 
19 51, the department said.

Chinese Break Up 
Two-Point Attack 
In Baldy Battle 


Seoul, March 25 
—Fighting 
in fe rain of American fire, Chi- 
‘ nese Reds broke up a two-pointed 
U. S. attack today in the bloody 
trenches of Old Baldy. 
At nightfall the Americans w*ere 
back where they started, about 
125 yards down the bare, wind­ 
swept western front hill. 
The fighting, now in its third 
day, was vicious and deadly. 
One officer said the Americans 
j 
drew Red fire “ every time^ they I 
popped their heads up.” 
As darkness fell, infantry fight- 
j 
ing eased off while the big guns of j 
both sides slugged it out. 
Gen Maxwell D. Taylor, com- 
j 
mander of the Eighth Army, flew 
j 
to the front today to watch from I 
a forward observation post. He 
was accompanied by Lt. Gen. Paul 
W. Kendall. First Corps command­ 
er. and Maj. Gen. Arthur Trudeau, 
commander of the Seventh Divi­ 
sion fighting on Baldy. 
Trudeau told Associated Press 
Correspondent Stan Carter, “ we 
have no doubt we will retake Old 
Baldy and soon, but we w*ant to do 
it in a well-planned operation and 
not throw away lives.” 
Trudeau said his men lacked 
for 
nothing—including 
ammuni­ 
tion—in the brutal fight for Baldy, 
which he termed a “ fortified posi­ 
tion of roughest kind.” 
Kendall, however, showed obvi­ 
ous displeasure before newsmen at 
the slow progress of U. S. counter­ 
attacks, which so far have gone 
nowhere against the dogged Reds. 
The Reds swept over Old Baldy 
Monday night and the Americans 
have been trying to get it back 
since. 
One 
American 
attack 
force 
pushed off this morning toward a 
Red trench network on the north­ 
east and was stopped cold. Another 
lashed out toward the northwest. 
A division officer said this one “ got 
close” but was finally ordered 
back in the afternoon “ when the 
going got too rough.” 
It was a trench-fighting, a blaze 
of close-quarter grenade and small 
arms fire.

As darkness fell, infantry fight­ 
ing eased off while the big guns of 
I both sides slugged it out. 
Gen Maxwell D. Taylor, com­ 
mander of the Eighth Army, flew 
to the front today to watch from 
a forward observation post. He! 
was accompanied by Lt. Gen. Paul 
W. Kendall. First Corps command­ 
er. and Maj. Gen. Arthur Trudeau, 
commander of the Seventh Divi- j 
sion fighting on Baldy. 
Trudeau told Associated Press 
Correspondent Stan Carter, "we 
have no doubt we will retake Old 
Baldy and soon, but we want to do 
it in*a well-planned operation and 
not throw’ away lives.” 
Trudeau said his men lacked 
for nothing—including ammuni­ 
tion—in the brutal fight for Baldy, 
which he termed a "fortified posi­ 
tion of roughest kind.” 
Kendall, however, showed obvi­ 
ous displeasure before newsmen at 
the slow progress of U. S. counter­ 
attacks, which so far have gone 
nowhere against the dogged Reds. 
The Reds swept over Old Baldy 
Monday night and the Americans 
have been trying to get it back 
since.

H unting Editor 
When I wa s a kid, I felt tha t 
the luckiest lad in town w a s a 
boy named Eddie. He owned a 
bea gle hound. It w a sn’t a cha m ­ 
pion, and I suspect there w ere 
sev era l bars sinister on its breed­ 
ing, but it w a s liv ely little pooch, 
and it would run rabbits all day 
if there were a ny rabbits to run. 
And there were in those day s. 
One of the highlights of tha t 
a dolescent period wa s to get off 
with 
Eddie and his dog, down 
nea r W hite Island Pond back of 
Ply m outh, Mass. Not because we 
ev er bagged a la rge m ess of rab­ 
bits there, or because we liked 
ha ssenpfeffer a t tha t sta ge of life, 
but just to w a tch—and listen to— 
tha t little hound as he sha gged 
eotta nta ils from one brush pile to 
the nex t. 
There a re any number of grown 
men still boy ish enough to get a 
bang out of such goings on. I’m 
ta lking about ordinary J oes with 
house-fed hounds—not the sem i- 
profcssiona ls who own thorough­ 
breds that know' more about rab­ 
bits than rabbits do.

The shotgunner who op­ 
era tes most of the tim e on flushed 
game is accustom ed to a rising 
ta rget, ordinarily one tha t flies in 
a reasonably stra ight or a t lea st 
predictable line— and his shooting 
ego can be a bruptly deflated by 
a ta rget tha t 
runs in fits and 
squirts, bounces and bobbles, and 
div es into the brambles with all 
the ca reless grace of a N ew York­ 
er ducking into a 
subway en­ 
trance. 
Furthermore, the birdshooter’s 
gun is ordinarily stocked to throw’ 
its shot charge a m ite high, to 
ta ke care of the rising flight of his 
ta rget.

When I was a kid, I felt th at 
the luckiest lad in town was a 
boy named Eddie. He owned a 
beagle hound. It w asn't a cham ­ 
pion, and I suspect there were 
several bars sinister on its bleed­ 
ing. but it was lively little pooch, 
and it would run rabbits all day 
if thoro were any rabbits to run. 
And there were in those days. 
One of the highlights of that 
adolescent period was to get off 
w ith Eddie and his dog, down 
near W hite Island Pond back of 
Ply mouth, Mass. Not because w e 
ever bagged a large mess of rab ­ 
bits there, or because we liked 
hasscnpfcffer at th at stage of life, 
but just to w atch - a n d listen to — 
that little hound as he shagged 
eottantails from one brush pile to 
the next.

Wo o dsto ck, March 25—Mo st o f 
the ex tensive farms in this area 
have lo ng since been co nverted to 
o ther purpo ses, but a few still re­ 
main with their o wners engaged in 
active pro ductio n. One o f these, 
the pro perty o f Laurence E. Shul­ 
tis o f Bearsville, has no t o nly a 
reco rd o f co ntinuo us pro ductive 
farming, but it is pro bably the 
o ldest in the area and has never 
been o ut o f the o wnership o f the 
Shultis family . 
To day a pro spero us sheep farm, 
as it was when it was begun abo ut 
18 0 y ears ago , it is run by Mr. 
and Mrs. Laurence E. Shultis and 
his bro ther, Erwin Shultis, great 
grandso ns o f the o riginal o wner, 
Henry P. Shultis. Mr. and Mrs. 
Shultis live in the o riginal part 
o f the farmho use, which they be­ 
lieve to be the o ldest ho use in the 
valley , and Erwin Shultis lives in 
the “new pa rt” appro x imately 100 
y ears o ld.

Farm I las Operated 
Almost 290 5 ears 
Woodstock, March 25—Most of 
the extensive farms in this area 
have long since been converted to 
other purposes, but a few still re­ 
main with their owners engaged in 
active production. One ol these, 
the property ol Laurence E. Shul­ 
tis of Bearsville, has not only a 
record of continuous productive 
farming, but it is probably the 
oldest in the area and has never 
been out of the ownership of the 
Shultis family. 
Today a prosperous sheep farm, 
as it was when it was begun about 
180 years ago. it is run by Mr. 
and Mrs. Laurence E. Shultis and 
his brother. Erwin Shultis, great 
grandsons of the original owner, 
Henry P. Shultis. Mr. and Mrs. 
Shultis live in the original part 
of the farmhouse, which they be­ 
lieve to be the oldest house in the 
valley, and Erwin Shultis lives in 
the "new part” approximately IOO 
years old. In their possession is 
not only the original parchment 
deed for the land from the Rollert
